Co nserv atio n Head Giv es Few Ideas 


(By S. W. McKibben, President, 
Rush County Conservation Club). 


Conservation means much more 
than what w-e think of when we 
hear it spoken at this season of the 
y ear. Catch or Kill is just the 
opposite of thc real meaning of 
conservation, but as we hear it we 
think of fire arm s and the hunting 
season opening up. 
Accidents with fire arm s kill over 
two thousand 
men, women and 
children in the United States every 
y ear, over one-third of the victims 
are boy s under twenty . Guns cause 
one-tenth of the fatal accidents 
among y ouths aged ten to twenty , 
out rated only by auto accidents 
and drowning. 
Wearing a red cap, crimson jac­ 
ket are not complete insurance 
against accidents, one-half of the 
hunting casualties in recent y ears 
occurred on clear bright day s in 
open fields or thin brush at a dis­ 
tance of thirty feet or less, just 
failed to see the victims and swing 
their guns toward the humans while 
aiming at fast moving game. Many

Cessation of produ ction of the 28 0-mile 
millimeter (atomic) cannon has been an­ 
nou nced by Washington, withou t elabora­ 
tion. Inasmu ch as only two battalions hav e 
been formed to u se the gu n, the only plau s­ 
ible reason seems to be that the gu n has 
already been made obsolescent by an u n­ 
ex pectedly 
rapid 
dev elopment 
of 
the 
grou nd-to-grou nd gu ided missile. 
This annou ncement followed closely rev ­ 
elation by Chairman Strau ss of the Atomic 
Energy Commission that the Sov iet has 
condu cted a series of nu clear ex plosions 
cov ering a period of six week s — leading 
specialists in this field to conclu de that 
the Ru ssian object is to prov e new weapons, 
inclu ding atomic artillen'. 
It has been only one y ear since the atom ­ 
ic gu n was test-fired for the first time on 
the Nev ada Flats by the Army and thereby 
prov ed practical. Ru ssian dev elopment of 
the gu n appears to hav e been almost paral­ 
lel with progress on this weapon in the 
U. S. The mere hint that this cou ntry con­ 
sidered atomic artillen a possibility wa,s 
su fficient to pu t their scientists and engin­ 
eers — or spies — on the right track toward 
the same goal. 
Atomic 
scientists 
hav e continu ed 
to 
sou nd the warning that in the atomic era, 
monopoly of a weapon’s secret will endu re 
for hardly more than a moment of time. 
Americans are still relu ctant to believ e that 
Ru ssian brains are that good, it is k nown, 
howev er, that Ru ssian spies hav e been v ery 
su ccessfu l in the past.

Educatio n Week 


Teachers For Tomorrow 
Monday ’s topic of American Ed­ 
u cation Week is a v ery pertinent 
one. Not only are su perintendents 
and school boards concerned abou t 
the produ cing of enou gh of the 
right k ind of teachers in the im ­ 
mediate y ears ahead, biit the Amer­ 
ican pu blic as well is concerned. 
Pu blic school enrollments hav e 
increased so rapidly and hav e cre­ 
ated a growing demand for teach­ 
ers; now at the elementary lev el, 
soon at high school lev el and also 
the college lev el. Teaching is one 
of the most important, one of the 
most difficu lt, y et one of the most 
gratify ing professions. 
The influ ence of a teacher on a 
child’s mind may liv e for genera­ 
tions. It is im portant that it be 
good. This influ ence may be ex ert­ 
ed by what is said, by the way it is 
said, by the management of the 
class, and by the ex ample of the 
teacher as a person. 
Three week s ago I was ask ed to 
speak informally to 350 prospectiv e 
teachers at Indiana Univ ersity and 
ou tline to them “ what character­ 
istics do y ou seek in hiring a teach­ 
er?” Among other things I su g­ 
gested to the prospectiv e teachers 
of Indiana Univ ersity when hiring 
a teacher I’d lik e for the person to 
be one who: 
1. Has a Christian philosophy of 
life; 
2. Is emotionally , mentally and | 
phy sically stable; 
3. Has a positiv e approach to 
life, and to problems; 
4. Has a sense of hu mor; 
5. has conv incing sincerity of 
personality ; 
6. Has confidence in self, in his 
profession, in his ju dgment; 
7 . Is personally honest; 
8. Lov es other people and partic­ 
u larly the age children that he 
wants to teach. 
Where are enou gh 
adeq u ately 
prepared teachers to come from? 
In 1954 the nu mber of gradu ates 
eligible for state elementary school 


teaching certificates was 7 per cent 
less than in 1953, and the nu mber 
of gradu ates eligible for state sec­ 
ondary school certificates was 6 
per cent lower. Many of these did 
not enter the 
profession. 
More 
teachers are needed than are being 
produ ced, y et each y ear since 1950 
the colleges hav e been gradu ating 
fewer candidates. 
If the people of the United States 
want enou gh well q u alified teach­ 
ers for their children they will need 
more interest in pu blic schools, 
and demand 
from 
their school 
boards and school representativ es 
the q u ality of teacher wanted for 
their boy s and girls. School em ­ 
ploy ed officials will hav e to u se 
the techniq u es of the free enter­ 
prise sy stem in competing for the 
best possible personnel to do this 
most im portant job. 
If we are to hav e “ tomorrow” a 
free cou ntry where personal lib­ 
erty , hu man dignity , and freedom 
as ou tlined in the New Testament 
and gu aranteed by ou r nation’s 
Constitu tion ex ist, it mu st be in­ 
cu lcated in the children of today . 
We mu st hav e teachers and p ar­ 
ents wrho are for the q u alities as 
ou tlined abov e and not those who 
are against the opposite.

WASHINGTON (P — Sen. McCarthy fights lik e 
Henry Armstrong, the perpetu al motion man who 
won three world titles in the 1930s with this stock - 
in trade: nev er step back , pu nch, pu nch, and forget 
the fancy footwork . 
This Wisconsin Repu blican has reached a point 
where he may hav e to change his sty le or wind u p 
flat on his political back 
It was his sty le that got him into trou ble. His 
problem is: Can he change it? 
He made his repu tation as a Commu nist hu nter. 
He was a comparativ e u nk nown, ou tside Wisconsin, 
for the first fou r y ears after his election to the Sen­ 
ate in 1946. 
When he hit on the theme of Reds-in-gov emment 
in 1950, he began to slu g his way ou t of obliv ion. 
He k ept his name in the headlines, by attack , at­ 
tack , attack . Armstrong didn’t back -pedal when the 
going got rou gh. He ju st belted the other gu y . It was 
how he became k ing of the featherweights, light­ 
weights and welterweights 
McCarthy became a national figu re the same way . 
Try ing to com er him didn’t slow him u p. He k ept 
mov ing in, belting away , throwing charges from all 
directions. 
As it tu rned ou t, he was a little too rou gh for his 


owt) good. The Senate, fou r y ears after he had be­ 
come a sensational figu re, decided it was time to 
see whether he needed a dressing down. 
He himself predicts he will be censu red by the 
Snate, retu rning today to consider charges that his 
condu ct toward others, inclu ding senators, was con­ 
temptu ou s and u nfitting a senator. 
McCarthy refers to what lies in store for him as 
“ ly nching bee,” which, all by itself, might be con­ 
sidered contemptu ou s of the Senate since it im ­ 
plies that body is a mob of v igilantes. 
Bu t it’s ty pical McCarthy . Here he is, in the worst 
jam of his life, belting at a majority of the Senate 
ev en thou gh he k nows the v erdict of that majority 
may in the end mean the ru in of his political life. 
To be censu red is, in a sense, to be discredited. 
It is the sam e as calling a fou l on a fighter. It wou ld 
mean his fellows thou ght he didn’t meet the stand­ 
ards of what a Senator shou ld be. 
Nex t to throwing him ou t altogether, a v ote of 
censu re is the worst v erdict the Senate cou ld render 
against him Throwing him ou t doesn’t seem in the 
cards. 
McCarthy cou ld still v ote, if censu red. He wou ldn’t 
lose his seat, at least before the 1958 elections when 
his second term ends. 
Another man, censu red, might be hu miliated and 
tu rn meek forev er. That’s hardly in McCarthy ’s na­ 
tu re He’s natu rally too aggressiv e to tak e a setback 
as permanent.
